SECOND SUICIDE AT 
MORRISON 


Highly Respected Teacher Ends Her 
Life With Carbolic Acid. 
Brooding over an imaginary impres­ 
sion th at her friends believed her no 
longer capable of pursuing her profes­ 
sion, Miss Ida Strawder, one of the 
oldf-t and best known school teachers 
in Whiteside county took a quantity of 
r irbolic while alone at her home Tues­ 
day afternoon and died 
from 
the 
effects of the deadly dose a shcy t time 
afterward. 
The dead girl's body was fouud in 
the sitting room by her mother, on 
her return in the evening from Clin­ 
ton, Iowa, where she had been to 
spend the day with friends. 
Miss Strawder 
has been 
a most 
highly esteemed teacher in the prima­ 
ry depart mcnt of the Morrison schools 
for the past thirty -four y ears. 
She 
was reelected to the position by the 
hoard of education last spring and it 
was expected th a t she would continue 
her work indefinitely . 
But soon after 
her election, she heard th a t a number 
of the patrons of the school had criti­ 
cised the action of the board on the 
ground th a t she was growing too old 
to teach, and th at her methods were 
out of date. This h urt her terribly , 
and soon afterwards she sent in her 
resignation. The resignation was ac­ 
cepted by the board 
and 
another 
teacher was chosen to till the vacancy . 
Miss Strawder brooded over the cir­ 
cumstances; so deeply was she hurt 
th a t she could think of nothing else, 
and it is now thought by her friends 
th a t her mind became unbalanced on 
this single subject.
